4.  By  deleting  that  part  of  the  first  sentence 
of  paragraph  6.05  that  commences  with  the 
words  “  and  proper  notice,”  and  substituting 
the  following,  namely:  “and  public  notice  of 
the  interruption  and  its  duration  shall  be  given 
by  the  licensee  with  such  promptness  and  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  reduce  to  a  reasonable 
minimum  the  public  inconvenience  resulting 
from  the  interruption  of  service.”

“  The  licensee  shall,  not  later  than  seven 
days  after  posting  notice  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  8.372,  file  with  the  Superintendent 
of  Motor  Carriers  an  application  for  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Commission  to  the  proposed  tariff 
revision,  which  application  shall  he  in  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  Commission,  shall  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  four  (4)  copies  of  the  proposed  new 
tariff  or  supplement,  and  shall  show  complete 
and  correct  details  of  the  nature  and  effect  of 
the  changes,  the  reasons  therefor,  the  proposed 
effective  date,  and  the  notices  which  have  been 
given.  A  copy  of  the  notice  shall  be  attached

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 

Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  natui’e  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 

nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: —
